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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are clearly informal. Accordingly, replacement drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to this Office action. The replacement 
sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as 
not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a primed publication in litis or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-3, 8-9 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
French document number 2.092.750. 

The French document shows a device for feeding small parts P to a conveying 
mechanism. The device includes a reservoir 12 that accommodated a relatively large number of 
parts above a bottom with an inclined surface leading to an elongate recess. A slide 17 is 
arranged on a linear guide means 24/25 on a stand so that it is positioned in the bottom recess 
with an upper feeder trough 20 attached to the top of the slide horizontally positioned in a first 
position adjacent to the bottom surface of the reservoir. An actuator with a drive 35 and a drive 
member 34 is rotatably attached to the slide within a hollow space of the cuboid housing of the 
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slide to move the feeder trough to a second horizontal position in which the feeder trough is 
raised a specific distance above the bottom surface of the reservoir. After reaching the second 
position, the actuator can swivel the feeder trough about an axis 21 located at the front edge of 
the feeder trough into an inclined third position in which the trough has an inclination to the 
horizontal that causes the feeding of small parts along the trough. Thus the French document 
shows all the structure required by claims 1-3, 8-9 and 14. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 10-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over French 
document number 2.092.750. 

In regard to the piston/cylinder arrangement of claims 10-1 1, it should be noted that such 
an arrangement is functionally equivalent to the crank arrangement of the French document and 
therefore the piston and cylinder arrangement is deemed to have been an obvious design choice 
absent some disclosure in the applicant's specification of some unusual advantage or result. In 
re Kuhle, 188 USPQ 7 (CCPA 1975). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 4-7, 12-13 and 15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
